WHITE AND YELLOW CORN. 


It Has Been Demonstrated Tbat White 


, Corn Produces tlio Largest Yields. 


- In order to settle the much disputed 
question whether tho yield of corn is 
affected by color tho Mississippi experi- 
ment station has made 138 tests with 
45 varieties of Dent corn. As a result 
of this work the 75 tests with 20 white 
varieties have given an average yield of 
43 bushels per acre, while tho 03 tests 
with 20 -yellow varieties have given ail 
average of: ouly3S.2 bushels per acre. 
These total averages coincide very close- 
ly with the partial remits published in 
several of the annual reports, and which 
wero as follows: In 1SOO tho yield of 
17 white varieties was 4-1.0 bushels per 
acre, wliile 15 yellow varieties gave 
37.1 bushels; iu 1S91, 25 white vane- 
ties yielded 37.5 bushels, while IS yel- 
low varieties yielded 3-!. 9 bushels per 
acre; iu 1.892 the yield of 11 white va- 
rieties was 45.2 bushels, while tho same 
number of yellow varieties gave only 
40.5 bushels"per acre: in 1803 and JS94 
the tests wero continued with 22 white 
varieties, yielding 42.7 bushels, and 10 
yellow varieties, yielding 39.1 bushels 
per acre. During each year of this work 
the two varieties giving the heaviest 
yields were both white, though not ai- 
ways the same varieties. 


Those results have been so uniform

THE CARE OF PASTURES. 


DlfHcnHlcs In Natural MannrlnE— Impor- 


tance of Supplementary Crops.

may be such cases, but to every one such 
there are certainly 500 whose animals 
would use to advantage more and better 
pasture after midsummer.

I is an extract from a letter written by 
one of the wide awake farmers of Illi- 
nois to Conn try Gentleman, and'urging 
tho importance of green fodder crops to 
use when the hot, dry weather dries anel 
shortens the pastures. On tho subject of 
natural manuring he says: 


INouo of onr farm animals distribute 


their manure over the ground as well as 


i is desirable for the enrichment of the 
hind. Sheep aro tho least faulty in this 
regard. The hog is not inclined to de- 
posit all of each evacuation in a mass, 
but hogs havo an inclination to deposit 
their excrement in certain parts of their 
pasture, and always more of tho excre- 
ment of all animals will be deposited 
along their paths through the pasture

in ;'. mass, giving ouo small spot much I 
more fertilizer than it needs, while the 
greater part of tho ground gets none.

THE NICARAGUA!^ ALL TALKING OF 


YOUNG CASIMIR GONZALES. 


Aeain»t tlio Brltl.h. DnrJar the Oeca- 
jmtlo'n of Coslnto—Sentenced to Death, 
tut Wiser Counsel Gained Hi» Bele.i»e. 


The achievements of young Casimir 


Gonzales durine tho recent British occu- 
pation of Corinto aro now in tho mouths 
of everybody in Nicaragua, and some in- 
teresting reports ' regarding him 
hove 


reached tho state department. 
• He is o young fellow of obscure parent- 
age and of 'little education, and his circle 
of acquaintances up to- the time of the 
British- invasion was limited to thu poorer - 
classes of tho town. He possessed tbe In- 
flammable -nature o£ tho Central Ameri- 
can and the presence of a hostile flee: rid- 
ing at anchor -in the harbor of his native 
town filled him with.indignation. 


The British sailors had been at sea for 


some'weeks, and upon their arrival at 
Corinto they desired to purchase fresh 
fruit, vegetables, bread, meat and other 
provisions.

Gonzales.visited In turn tbo different 


Tilaccs where these articles were sold and 
begged tho proprietors not to sell to tho 
English, but by their refusal to emphasize 
their objection to the presence of their enc- 


So' powerfully did Gonzalc? appeal to 


their patriotism and so eloquently did ho 
portray tho injustice of England's course 
toward bis country that, his efforts wero 
successful, and tho Englishmen found 
themselves confronted by a most success- 
ful "boycott." 


Admiral Stephonson was not long In 


iiscovering Gonzales' connection with tho 
affair, and he ordered his arrest, tho port 
being at that time under tho authority of 
the British. 
A court martial was convened, and Gon- 


zales was sentenced to death on the ch.irge 
of conspiring against the peace and wel- 
fare of her majesty's subjects. 


Admiral Stephenson justified his barsn. 


sentence on the theory that he was within 
an enemy's country, and that his own 
protection and that of his men demanded 
that, in ovcrc acts like that in question, 
ho should not temporize with his foes. 


Tho finding of the court martial created 


tho wildest excitement, not only at CorLn- 
to but at Managua, tbe capital of the re- 
public, S3 miles distant. Tho people were 
grcatlv enraged, and but for the dread of 
the British guns an attempt would have 
been mado to recapture Corinto. 


At tins juncture two Nicaraguans of 


prominence, Messrs. Gamezc and Madriz, 
both OS-cabinet ministers, went down to 
Corinto and had un audience with Admi- 
ral Stcphcjuson. They assured him., qui- 
etly and firmly, that if the sentencc_of the 
court martial was carried out the Sicara- 
guan authorities would not be responsible

round 'iho corner into a bystreet. It is 
entered by several doors,.and each opens 
into a separate; compartment of tho bur- 
room, which but for the dividing parti- 
tions would bo an extensive saloon fully 
70 feet in lonath. 
This arrangement in 


compartments"is peculiar to the British 
urban public house and is designed partly 
for tho sakd of greater privacy, partly to 
diminish the. ohauccs'of disorder and to 
assist tho.landlord in quelling it when it 
arises. Tho second is tho chief object in 
places fruquuutod by tbo lower classes, 
ivhilo privacy gratifies, or is understood M 
gratify, customers oi superior station. Thu 
filuo Boar entertains both, having two or, 
ibi:oo compartments at ono ond ratlinr, 
more comfortablo than tho rest, and for-. 
ihor protected from tho public gav.o by a. 
glass screen, such aa is now almost uiiiver-. 
sal in tbo west, end, running along the 
counter, but raised snlSeienlily above it to 
ullow glasses to bo passed uuderrieatb. 
This screening off of customers niay per- 
haps bo tiikc/i for a sign of gracu indicat- 
ing recognition of the growth of public 
opinion against bar loafing, and especially 
in women, who seem to deism privacy tlie 
inosb. 
Tlio rest of tho Blue Boar bar is quite 


open, mid tho sous of toil stand a1; it with- 
out fear and without reproach. Somo bare 
wooden beaches adorn most of the com- 
partments, but they are littlo used. The 
floor is sawdusted. III thy with spilled 
liquor and expectoration, tbo counter slop- 
py with beer marks, which ure periodical- 
ly willed down by a barmaid wielding a 
wot cloth. On the other side all is bright, 
clean, spick and span.

This is ono of the roughest houses in a

• In Prussia the garao law allows tho own- 
er of -every piece of land that is Inclosed by 
a fence or wall tho right to shoot birds or 
animals on it or to rent the privilege out 
to thoso from the towns and cities.

which is not inclosed may belong to one 
according . to law, but tho shooting privi- 
lege is owned by tho commune in which 
tlio land is located.

Tho great principle which 'has been in- 


culcated by this system is that the gamo 
birds are just as much private property as 
the poultry or cattle of the farmer and that 
it is just us punishable an offense to kill 
them without power from tho authorities 
as it is to rob a henroost or kill a farmer's 
cow or pig. A long course of public edu- 
cation would be required in this country 
before people could be induced to look upon 
wild gnme in this light. Naturally tbero 
is poaching in Germany the same as thero 
is chicken stealing in America, but it la 
doubtful i£ the former is much more gen- 
ernl than tho latter. Moreover, by this 
system tho farmer's crops aro protected 
from all injury by irresponsible depreda- 
tors in search of game. -The law forbids 
hnntinc on tho farms when tho crops are 
growing. Tho field shooting begins lato 
in the fall when the crops ore all harvested. 


Xo ono is allowed to wander over thg 


fields with a, shotgun and hunter's accou- 
terments without a license from the local 
authorities. In order to secure a license 
the applicant must be a maa in good stand- 
ing and not under )S years of age. Thesis 
licenses to shoot on certain fields cost from 
75 cents to $3 a year. Any infraction o{ 
those rules is punishable by fines, confisca- 
tion of the gnn au(1 accou&irments and by 
imprisonment. Poaching is thus keps 
down, and the professional bird and ani- 
mal killer is abolished.
